The following communication has been 
received from M. It. Hook, Red Bluff: 
Matthew 
Cooke, 
Record■ Union 
Office—D e a r 
SlK: Do you know of anything tliaf will pre­ 
vent grasshoppers from destroying an orchard 
or vineyard? I have tried everything I could 
think of or hear of, but all to no purpose. Do 
you think buhach will keep them off the trees? 
Any information you can give me will be grate­ 
fully remembered by myself and neighbors. 
R eply: 
Have sent you last Saturday’s 


R e c o r d - U n i o s , containing illustration of 
pan for capturing grasshoppers in orchards, 
vineyards, etc. 
I have not made any ex­ 
tensive experiments with buliaeh on grass­ 
hoppers since your letter arrived, but tried 
it in a box of the hoppers which came to 
hand, and in fifteen minutes all were laid 
down. 
If the pests are destroying your 
orchard and vineyard, spray them with 
one pound of buhach to five gallons of 
water—one to ten may be sufficient. This 
will drive thenfoo the ground so that you 
can destroy them readily. And also try 
the plan represented in cut referred to. 
You can probably get it up for about $6. 


PL A N T L IC E A N D T H E IR E N E M IE S . 
Reply to Ü. S. Cedi, Delano, Kern 
county . Package of Egyptian corn at hand, 
if 
is seriously infested by plant 
lice 
{Aphis). 
By spraying the stalks, etc., with 
a solution of one pound of buhach to 
fifteen gallons of water, it will effectually 
destroy the lice: but the question to he 
considered is, will it pay? 
I have not seen 
anything in tiie grain line so seriously in­ 
fested. 
Yet, i must say, that you are well 
fortified with parasites that live on tlie lice. 
I found twenty-two larva: of the lady bird, 
including those of the spotted lady bird, 
converge:.a and trie 13-spotted; quite a 
number of larvie of the Svrphus-flies, and 
a large number of Hymenopterous para­ 
sites—the latter have infested all those that 
appear hard, and of brown color.

The larva of another family of the 
genus Melanactes is luminous, but is de­ 
scribed by Mr. Sauken as being provided 
with two ocelli (simple eyes), which are not 
present in this specimen. 
[No;.*—The specimen received is over two 
inches in length, and the sutures between 
of the segment show a bright green 
phosphoric light. 
It is the im s' perfect 
specimen I have seen in California.] 


FUNOCS AND B E E T L E S . 
A. T. Hatch, of Suisun, writes: 
I send package] with pear leaves, apparently 
infested by some insects, etc. What is the char­ 
acter of the beetle ? etc. 
R eply: 
1 have examined the pern* leaves 
and cannot find any insect life on them : 
the leaves and branches ere covered with a 
fungus. I find som esm all microscopic par- 
ticU-. apparently the excrement of some 
small insects, and which indicate the pres­ 
e n i l ' of thrips. 
However, there are none 
on any of the leaves sent. 
An application 
of .soap and sulphur will destroy the m il­ 
dew or fungus. The beetle is one of the 
long-horned borers belonging to the genus

of them infesting fruit trees. The larva- of

A PH IS AND HOPPERS. 
e 5gi J. \V. North, of Oleander, Fresno 
county, w rites: 
I inclose the end of a branch of an apricot 
tree i overcd with insects. What are they and 
what is the remedy ? 
Reply : The insects arc plant lice ( .1 phis}. 
and can ¡>e effectually destroyed by spray­ 
ing with a solution of one pound of buhach, 
ten . ounds of whale-oil >oup, or soft soap, 
and fifteen gallons of water. 
The buhach 
and water will destroy them, but the soap 
w ill I !p to restore the leaves. These in­ 
sects are covered with an oily substance 
that makes spraying them difficult. 
How­ 
ever, with care they can be completely 
saturated, and that means effectual exter­ 
mination.

this way detach little splinters of the wood 
at one end, so as to form a kind of fibrous 
lid or cover to the perforation. 
The hole is 
bored obliquely in the pith, and is gradu­ 
ally enlarged by a repetition of the same 
operation, till a longitudinal fissure is 
formed of sufficient exteut to receive from 
ten to twenty eggs. The side-pieces o f the 
piercer serve as a groove to convey the eggs 
into the nest, where they are deposited in 
pairs, side by side, but separated from each 
other by a portion of the woody fiber, and 
they are implanted in the limb somewhat 
obliquely, so that one end points upward. 
After one limb is thus sufficiently stocked 
the cicada goes to another, and passes from 
limb to limb and from tree to tree til! her 
store, which consists of four or five hun­ 
dred eggs, is exhausted. Although the 
cicada: abound most upon the oak. they 
resort occasionally to other forest trees, and 
even to shrubs when compelled from neces­ 
sity for depositing their eggs, and not un- 
frequently commit them to fruit trees.when 
the latter arc in the vicinity.” 
The eggs hatch in from forty to fifty 
days; some writers claim a shorter time. 
The young insect is about one-sixteenth 
of an 
inch in 
length, and 
is pro­ 
vided with six 
legs, 
the anterior or 
fore pair are formed almost like lobsters’ 
claws, and are armed with strong spines. 
Immediately after being hatched they drop 
to the ground, where they bury themselves 
in the soil and reach the rooks of plants, 
etc., especially those which are tender and 
succulent; they extract tho sap by per­ 
forating the root with their beaks. 
The 
cicada remains in the larva stage seventeen 
years. The records at New Haven, Conn., 
show that they appeared in 1792, 1809, 1826 
and 1843. That these insects in the larva; 
state were injuries to fruit trees was first 
discovered by Miss Margaretta St. Morris, 
who attributes tiie decline of the pear tree 
and the failure of'its fruits to depreciations of 
the young cicada on its roots. On remov­ 
ing the earth from a pear tree that had 
been declining for years, without any ap­ 
parent cause, she found the. larva; of the 
cicada in countless numbers clinging to 
the roots of the tree. 
From a root one 
yard long and one inch in diameter she 
gathered twenty-three larva. 
As the time 
for their trans­ 
formations ap­ 
proach, the pu- 
p:e (see accom­ 
panying figure 
showing natu­ 
ral size) ascend 
near 
the 
top of 
the ground. 
When 
■wit* time arrives they issue 
from 
the 
ground 
in 
the 
night, crawl 
up 
the 
trunks of trees, to which 
they fasten 
themselves securely by their claws, and in 
a short time the outer skin bursts, through 
which the perfect insect emerges, leaving 
the empty pupa* skin fastened to the tree! 
In a few hours the wings stretch to their 
lull dimensions, and the insects become 
strong enough to fly. 
The injury to fruit trees would be in the 
loss of the limbs infested by the eggs, and 
the effect of the larva* living on the roots. 
One instance is given : During several suc­ 
cessive nights 
the 
pupa; kept is s u i n g 
from 
the ground, and 
fifteen hundred 
were counted coming from under one 
apple tree. Consequently there were fifteen

hundred holes in the ground leading tothe 
tunnel in which they lived. These open­ 
ings are circular and about five-eighths 
of an inch in diameter. 
Where such holes 
are found, it is a sure indication of the 
presence of the cicada. There is a small 
species of tlie cicada found in this State, 
which make their appearance annually. 
In 1832 specimens were received from Mrs. 
Cook, Dutch F la t; in 1883 from Anahicm, 
Los Angeles county. Mr. Williams sent one 
specimen 
found 
in 
his 
orchard this 
spring with the larger specimens, and this 
week, two fine specimens were received 
from W. H. Robinson, of Stockton. 
Mr. Williams should have his trees ex­ 
amined, and any branches found infested 
by the egg deposits should be cut off and 
destroyed. 
[Note—This year they are expected to 
appear in Virginia, it being the sixteenth 
year since they were last present.]

‘ In those parts of 
Massachusetts which are subject to the 
visitations of the cicada, it may be seen in 
forests of oak about the middle of June. 
Here such immense numbers arc some­ 
times congregated as to bend and even 
i reak down the limbs of trees by their 
vvei ' :. and the Woods resound with the 
din of their discordant drums from morn­ 
ing to evening. 
After pairing, the females 
pro_-e 1 to prepare a n-.-st for the reception 
of thiir eggs. They select for this pur­ 
pose branches of moderate size, which 
they clasp on both sides with their legs, 
and then bending down the piercer, or ovi 
positor, at an angle of forty-five degrees, 
they repeatedly thrust it obliquely into 
tii.

W ith our best lands begging for a m arket 
a t from ten to twenty dollars per aero; with

250 000' with a great avalanee of m ud and 
sand year by year, like the lava from some 
gigantic vn¡cano, slowly but surely engulf­ 
ing the finest agricultural lands of the

sound in the attacked vineyards of St.. 
Gengoux, the limbs of the vine are interred 
and the unsound or dead roots are cut off, 
only the healthy part of them being left 
above the ground. 
Before planting the 
branches into the soil they are delicately 
incised in order to obtain rootlets. The 
roots are covered over with molten tallow 
by a tender brush, and they are extended 
on moss moistened with phonic water. 
T he plant-holc is filled up with earth and 
m anure. 
Vegetation is quickly resumed, 
and fructification takes plaoe soon from 
hranch-roota of three or four years. The 
system of Abbe Laborier im plies long 
pruning, and he has 1.50 vines for each 4 
ares 28 contares. (100 ares axe equal to 
2.471 acres.) The m atter is taken up seri­ 
ously, whatever difficulties there seem to 
be in the theory, and in replying to the 
questions of vegetative physiology donbt- 
tcss we shall read more about it.—[W ine 
and Spirit Review.

Professor Dabney, the State Chemist of 
North Carolina, says, regarding w hat crops 
take out. of the soil, “ that 100 bushels of 
wheat contain 46 pounds of phosphoric 
acid, 30 pounds of potash, and 125 pounds 
of nitrogen . 100 bushels of com contain 33 
pounds of phosphoric acid, 20 pounds of 
potash, 06 pounds of nitrogen ; 1,0 0 0 pounds 
of tobacco contain 7 pounds of phosim onc 
acid, 54 pounds of potash. The 480,000,000 
bushels of wheat produced m tins country 
in 1880 contained 1,100,000 tons of phos- 
phoriu acid, 720,000 tons of potash, 2,800,­ 
000 tons of nitrogen, these quantities being 
ten times as great as thefee contained in all 
the manures until on ail the crops in the 
United States in th at year.” 
A num ber of heavy wheat-growers from 
ail parts of N orthern Dakota witnessed at 
I’argo, recently, an cx)«criment. in plowing 
by steam, and express them selves pleased 
with the result. 
A traction engine drew 
eight plows, turning a sod four inches thick 
as evenly and as well as could he done by 
horse-powcr, and a t the rate of over twenty- 
live acres a day. This will m ark a new era 
in wheat-growing, as it will enable farmers 
to plow at a cost of no t m ore than $1 the 
acre.

REVIVING OLD SLANDERS. 


Home conscienceless sheets, laboring un ­ 
der the false idea that a campaign can only 
be conducted upon the plane of scurrility, 
personal assault and falsehood, are still en­ 
gaged in circulating the slander that Gen­ 
eral John A. Isigan was a secessionist. 
Even the Han Francisco Examiner, that 
apes som e degree of dignity, not long since 
perm itted itself to indulge in the libel. 
General Logan him self threw this miser­ 
able slander hack into the teeth of its pro­ 
moters. Standing in liis place in Congress 
he gave the story the lie direct, and ap­ 
pealed to his fellow-members to testify to 
the tru th or falsity of the tale, and they 
bore testim ony to his loyalty. Even Sena­ 
tors Lam ar and Pugh, Southern m en.said: 
“ W e never heard a word of sym pathy 
from your lips w ith secession, either in 
theory or practice. On th e contrary, you 
were vehem ent in your opposition to it.” 
In January, 1801, before a shot had been 
fired, General Logan voted for the resolu­ 
tion approving the act of Major Anderson 
in withdrawing the U nited States forces 
from Fort M oultrie to Fort Sum ter. T hat 
resolution [hedged Congress to support the 
I’residcnt in enforcing the laws and pre­ 
serving the Union. 
Pendleton,Vallandig- 
hain and Nibluck, Democrats from the 
North, voted against it, hut Generul Logan 
supported it in a ringing speech.

Cholera comes from India, where it is epi­ 
demic. 
W e know that cholera is both 
infectious and 
epidemic.” 
M. Pasteur 
added th at the best preventive is good 
hygiene, and above all, the. avoidance of 
water from wells in infected towns. The 
statem ent telegraphed that breathing ex 
cess of oxygen is found to be a cure for 
cholera m ay have some basis of truth in it 
The increased circulation and the augm ent­ 
ing of anim al heat as a result m ay have the 
effect ascribed. 
B ut w hat concerns the 
people

preventive, and th at 
unquestionably is a correct state of the sys­ 
tem. 
Cholera fastens soonest upon the 
hum an being whose stomachic condition 
invites it most. 
Mere medicines, it is not 
reasonable to believe, will p rev en t; all 
they can do is to aid a correction of the 
system where artificial aids are needed 
But disinfectants ami cleanliness are aids 
to a proper atm ospheric condition for the 
resistance of th e plague. M. V ulpian, a 
distinguished medical authority, is reported 
by a Paris paper as saying that corrosiv 
sublim ate is the best disinfectant in drains 
and closets for apartm ents. 
H e recoin 
mended phonic acid, and he advised every­ 
body suffering] from diarrheca to take im 
mediately ten drops of laudnum in a glass 
of water. 
W hen the cholera has once de­ 
clared itself, it should be treated with 
opium. Fince absorption is difficult and 
sometimes impossible to cholera patients, 
alkaloids should be employed, of wlii 
m orphine is the m ast powerful. 
M. Vi 
pian continued by repeating that morphine 
will be the great rem edy should unfortu 
nately an epidemic break forth. 
B ut there is another aid to the body, am 
th at is calmness of the m ind. The fear 
a pest is an invitation to it. Cholera will 
not probably cross the A tlantic this year 
But it may. Our authorities do not seem 
to have taken any steps thus far to prevent 
it 
W e should follow the exam ple of the 
Egyptian authorities, and forbid comm uni 
cation between infected ports and this 
country absolutely. 
If the plague, how­ 
ever. reaches this country, the one great 
thing to do is to preserve equanim ity of 
the mind. 
Panicky fears are certain to 
augm ent the evil and encourage its spread 
Hincc the foregoing was w ritten, it has 
heen ascertained 
that 
Surgeon-General 
H am ilton's advice to the State Department 
to adopt regulations to prevent the in tro 
duction of the disease into the United 
States from France, will he followed, if it 
is found that the cholera 111 France extends 
beyond the control of the French health 
officers. 
The Surgeon-General says that 
cholera is, of all diseases, perhaps the most 
difficult to quarantine against, and locali­ 
ties threatened by it should adopt every 
precaution in the way of perfect cleanliness 
and attention to hygienic conditions. This 
advice comes to us of the Pacific coast with 
especial force since the reception of the 
news of the breaking out of the cholera in 
the neighborhood of Pekin anil at Tokio. 


“ A TRADE, NOT AN ART.” 


M. Rcgnier, the French dram atic and 
literary scholar, told a correspondent of the 
"C entury” recently th at there are m ade 
great num bers of requests by Am ericans in 
Paris for private lessons in the ‘"art of act­ 
ing,” and Sir admission to the Conserva­ 
toire, and th at the num ber of such appli 
ants is constantly increasing. 
As a reason 
for this, lie said th at in America acting on 
the stage is treated as a trade, rather than 
as an art, save by very few ; and the few 
being forced to live like wandering tribes 
of Israel to live at all, cannot teach. T hat 
is the sim ple truth. 
B ut he should have 
added, that w hat has driven actors to be 
merely wanderers in America is the lie 
[durable “ sta r” system . 
It has about 
crushed out good stock com panies.' W e 110 
longer have general excellence and a per 
m anent troupe, but a single actor of prom 
iner.ee and a host of rushlights to shine by 
contrast w ith liis effulgence. 
Managers, in 
their greed of competition, are, m ore than 
others, to blam e for this ; but playw rights 
are also blam eworthy, lor they have made 
it possible for a fellow w ith a hit of w it to 
have a sensational play written around 
him , w ith which he can “ take the road, 
supported by “ actors,” who m ust rem ain 
subordinate to the “ star.” or lose their 
bread and butter. 
The result of all this 
“ star,” “ sensational” and “ ro ad ” busi 
ness is, that only at rare intervals do w 
see any tine art-work upon the stage, such 
as characterized the old-time stock com­ 
panies. 
N aturally, there are now and 
then troupes with good “ su p p o rt" through 
out. but in the fact that they are considered 
especially noteworthy, is testified the ab 
sencc of that general excellence which 
should obtain throughout th e whole range 
of the dram atic profession. 
The truth 
the dram atic art in America ds in a very 
bad way, and unless we have schools fi 
the art soon, we shall have very little 
worthy of comm endation left upon the 
stage, and m ust look to the European 
schools for artists. There long training 
analysis of the emotions, study of the stage 
in detail, instruction in the methods of 
probing the text and presenting its mear 
ing faithfully—are made the subjects of 
most laborious application, and are con 
sidered as art-works of the higher order

SHOULD TEERB BE A CHANGEI 


In the American Monthly for Ju ly the 
question. “ Should there be a change of 
A dm inistration?” is ably debated, and the 
negative conclusion is reached, because no 
good reason for a change has been ad­ 
vanced. But, if this is not enough, there 
is affirm ative reason—the country is pros­ 
perous, the people contended, the govern­ 
m ent well adm inistered, and any change 
now would tend to disturb those conditions 
unfavorably. B ut is there any reason wbv 
the Democratic party should be given the 
reins of power? The answ er is, em phati­ 
cally, 
' No.” 
There is no urgent call 
for great 
reform 
not already under­ 
taken ; 
the treasury is 
full, the debt 
is being discharged satisfactorily, popula­ 
tion is increasing sufficiently, our products 
are augm enting and becoming more varied, 
and there is nothing iu the way of change 
to which the Democracy can put its hand 
with any hope of bettering affairs. A 
prosperous people always prefer to he left 
alone, bu t a people in distress, dissatisfied 
and w ith short crops afford opportunity for 
the agitator with the cver-ready cry of 
Reform.” 
A change means a great up­ 
setting of officials and a consequent wide­ 
spread agitation th at is never beneficial. 
It means the punishing of political foes, 
the overturning of half worked-out poli­ 
cies. 
It means the restoration to power of 
a Southern elem ent that has not stood 
at 
the 
public 
crib 
for 
twenty-four 
years, and the appetite of which is unduly 
sharpened. 
It m eans that with that ele­ 
m ent in power the electoral franchise will 
he narrowed in the South, in effect, and the 
right of some citizens at the [Kills be practi­ 
cally blotted out. The change to a Demo­ 
cratic adm inistration means the placing in 
power ot a party th at has always been hos­ 
tile to equality, th at bids for and receives 
the support of the baser class of the foreign 
element, and th at is favorable to the aristo­ 
cratic spirit, and the party i.s therefore un- 
American.

The United States Cremation Company 
has ju st incorporated in New York, and a 
crem atory is to be erected there. 
U nlike

method of disposing of the dead. Even 
they cannot 
check the reform. 
It is 
too vital and im portant a one to lie stayed 
by the feeble protests of a Board that is be­ 
hind the age.

will adopt the Siemens or Gorini m ethod 
The latter prevails in Italy and the former 
in Germany. The Siemens’ system heats 
the furnace by the combustion of ordinary 
illum inating gas, in connection with super­ 
heated air, to a w hite heat—that is, 
tem perature of 1,500° Fahrenheit.

the body crem ated, and six pounds of 
ashes, being the residue of 160 pounds thus 
reduced, would fill a space about nine 
inches square.

LOCAL 
INTELLIGENCE. 


R elattveto the Glanders.—Many horse­ 
men of experience declare that the recent re­ 
ports to the effect that there were numer­ 
ous cases of glanders among horses in this 
county are incorrect. While there may 
have been a few cases found, most of those 
said to have been glanders were nothing 
worse than colds. The following descrip­ 
tion of the disease may be of benefit to 
many readers of the Kecord-Union who 
have been uncertain as to its symp­ 
toms; " I f this disease always assumed 
the same character, and every glamlered 
horse presented the three special symptoms 
—greenish, sticky, and at times, bloody dis­ 
charges at the nose, the hard, painless and 
adherent swollen glands at the jaws, and 
above all, the peculiar and characteristic 
ulcerations of the mucous membrane upon 
the cartilage of the cavities of the nose— 
there would be no difficulty in recognizing 
it. Unfortunately it assumes many forms. 
Sometimes there are only slight glandular 
enlargements, at others, discharge from the 
nose, while in a third animat neither of 
these will exist, and only small ulcers will 
be detected in the upper angle of the nos­ 
trils. The horse may appear in a healthy 
condition, with nothing apparently wrong 
to a casual observer, able to do its 
work without signs of fatigue, and yet 
communicate the loathsome disease to all, 
even mankind, who may come in contact 
with it. If the disease has assumed an 
acute form, the appetite will be impaired, 
the pulse accelerated, general prostration, 
staring coat, watery eyes, yellowish or pur­ 
ple streaks on the membrane of the nose, a 
discharge from the nasal chambers, varying 
from a watery to a sticky mucous char­ 
acter. Little rod elevations will frequently 
be observed on the mucous membrane of 
the no"se, which develop into ulcers of ir­ 
regular form and color. The glands on the 
inside of the jaw are enlarged, hard and 
lumpy. Sometimes a cough is present. In 
the latter stages the nasal discharge be­ 
comes bloody, fcetid, and so profuse as to 
cause suffocation. If the disease is chronic 
there is invariably ulceration of the mucous 
membrane of the nasal chamber, but the 
ulcers are sometimes so high up as to be 
seen with difficulty. 
There will also be 
discharges from both nostrils, which vary 
from a thin watery to a thick and bloody 
nature, frequently very offensive. 
In the 
chronic state there is iio fever, and the ani­ 
mal appears to be in excellent health and 
spirits.” 
A Correction.—In the remarks concern­ 
ing tho High School, published in the 
R kcord-Union yesterday morning, an error 
was made by substituting “ University” for 
" High School,” by which it was made to 
read that 'Greek has not been for some 
time and is not now taught in the Univer­ 
sity.” The reader no doubt saw that High 
School was intended instead of University. 
The sentence stated a simple fact and should 
have read : " It has been popularly sup­ 
posed and repeatedly stated that the pres­ 
ent High School conforms to the Univer­ 
sity requirements so as to tit pupils for 
entry to either the scientific or classical 
courses at Berkeley, but an examination of 
the curriculum of the University shows 
that this is an error, since the study of 
Greek is a prerequisite to entry in the clas­ 
sical course of the University, and Greek 
has not been for some time and is not now- 
taught in the Sacramento High School.” 
Didn’t Like It.—There came near being 
a neighborhood quarrel of a lively charac­ 
ter in the lower part of the city yesterday. 
A citizen w ho had been jubilating during 
the day felt that his appetite craved some­ 
thing unusual for dinner, and he prepared 
a Welsh rarebit from Liraburger cheese. 
As the odor began circulating in the neigh­ 
borhood, the people commenced elevating 
their noses and wondering what was the 
matter. As the smell increased their curi­ 
osity was changed to anxiety and fear, and 
each tamily sent out a committee to ascer­ 
tain who had been stirring up a decaying 
body. 
Finally the place in which the 
trouble originated was ascertained , but the 
bravest of the neighbors hesitated to enter 
the door, for fear of finding something 
dreadful. When the facts were ascertained 
the fiat went forth that Limbuger in a 
sizzling condition would not be tolerated.

R eco rd -U n io n : The golden sunset 
hour of the evening preceding the Chau­ 
tauqua assembly found us rushing behind 
the “ iron horse” toward Monterey, where 
we arrived after a pleasant trip of three 
and a half hours from San Francisco.

The piney fragrance, strength­ 
ened bv the royal sunshine, and the pecu­ 
liar softness of the atmosphere, weie do 
lightful, and ought to be a sufficient cure 
for at least half the ills of humanity. Na­ 
ture has donned both brightness and beauty 
tiiis season for the visitors at the Grove, 
for there are many gardens blooming with 
a profusion of lovely flowers, and it seems 
as though little could be added for greater 
attraction to the multitude.

T h e H o p M arket.—Emmet Wells’ Hop 
Circular for June 27tli remarks as follows 
concerning hop prospects : 
“ The week 
shows no improvement in the English 
plantations; in fact, each cablegram re­ 
ceived notes the condition growing worse, 
and the season is now getting so far ad­ 
vanced that considerable apprehension is 
felt for the safety of the crop. Favorable 
weather may do much for the vine within 
the next two weeks to come, hut the plant 
by this time must have suffered so severely 
a ' to leave doubts of recuperation. The result 
of this news has had a most marked effect 
upon our market, a sharper advance hav­ 
ing taken place on the week than during 
any period since the memorable fall of 
1882. The advance on all classes (except 
foreign) has been fully eight cents per 
pound, as will be seen by our revised quota­ 
tions. The growing scarcity of hops, both 
in this country and Europe, with two 
months of heavy brewing season before we 
enter upon the new crop, also helps to in­ 
fluence prices, and while a good deal was 
said and printed about a hop famine this 
time two years ago, we think that one is 
nearer now than then; yet there is no 
doubt that hops will be found in sufficient 
quantity to carry the brewers down to the 
new season, without being compelled *0 re­ 
sort to substitutes. While the accounts from 
England continue discouraging, advices 
from the continent of Europe have been uni­ 
formly favorable until within a few weeks 
past, when cold nights checked the growth 
of the vine. Favorable weather will change 
all this, and Germany may be able to pro­ 
duce a large surplus for exportation to Eng­ 
land, in which event she will become 
strong competitors of ours.” 


L ocom otives D ecorated.- Several of iho 
locomotives on duty yesterday were deco­ 
rated by their engineers and firemen very 
handsomely, but No. 9, John Green, en­ 
gineer, drawing the train for Woodland 
and Red Bluff, which left the city at 11:30 
a .

J o s h H illing*. 


A striking instance of the failure which 
may attend the efforts of a man, before iie 
find* his proper sphere, is found in the his­ 
tory of Henry W. Shaw, hotter known to 
the world r.s Josh Billings. 
That he is. a 
man of national interest, may be inferred 
from the fact that iiis ‘ Farmer’* AII- 
minax,” in its second year, reached the 
enormous sale of one hundred and twenty- 
seven thousand copies, 
and during its 
successful career of ten years, tlie author 
and publisher have eacli received $30,ou0 
as their share of the profit*. Both iiis 
father and grandfather were members of 
Congress, the former acting a.* political 
manager for Henry Clay. From tlie time 
of his birth, in 1820, until 18.54, iiis life was 
spent at Lancsboro, Berkshire county, 
Massachusetts. 
Going West in 1834 fie 
led a frontier life, 
and 
engaged 
in 
the 
various 
occupations 
of 
steering 
steamboats, keeping a country store, ami 
auctioneering. At 45 year* of age, while 
editing a small paper in Poughkeepsie, to 
which place lie had come for tlie purpose 
of educating his daughters, lie compared 
several of his humorous essays with those 
of Arteinus Ward, and wondered why hi* 
own had failed to strike the popular taste. 
Concluding that the secret of success: lay in 
the phonetic spelling, lie adopted it in his 
Kssa on a Muel,” and disposed of it for 
$1 50, his first earnings in the line of litera­ 
ture. The essay was extensively copied, 
and further efforts in the line soon made 
his name a household word. 
From this 
time to the present his career has been one 
of continual financial success. From the 
New Y’ork Weekly alone his income lias 
been, for years, $100 per week, for the half 
column he contributed to each issue. Dur­ 
ing flie last seventeen years lie has delivered 
a thousand lectures, tho serious delivery of 
his nonsensical ¡ties being, at times, so ir- 
resistably laughable that Le soon became 
popular with the iaughter-loving public. 
Hn is a man of pure life and is a moral 
teacher in bis way. He loves bis home, 
and finds his chief delight and proudest 
moments when with his little grandchil­ 
dren. 
In hi* daily walk he shows none of 
that eccentricity which many attribute to 
liiin, but is, on the contrary, one of the 
most natural of men. His long liair is not 
a literary affectation, but is so worn to hide 
a physical defect. 
Underneath the bad 
spelling of his proverbs and aphorisms 
diere is, at dines, a depth of wisdom and 
philosophy which gives him a higher place 
in the world than t lint of a mere humor­ 
ist, and which i* often overlooked by those 
who are amused merely by bis peculiarities 
of expression.—[Argosy.

T lie R e lig io u s O u estio n in F ra n c e . 
This influence is particularly exercised 
over die middle classes of the nation, the 
bourgeoisie, the majority of whom, to use 
die usual phrase, have become " clerical.” 
The people, on the contrary—that is to say, 
the workingmen and peasants—have not 
allowed any increase of the authority of 
the church over them, but daily escape 
further from it. From the bourgeoisie, 
however, the huge crowd of public func­ 
tionaries is recruited, while, on the other 
hand, it is the people who, by means of 
universal suffrage, nominate the member* 
of Parliament, make the laws, and raise up 
or cast down our Governments. Hence 
there has arisen between the political direc­ 
tion of the country and the executive, be­ 
tween the law and those who are charged 
to apply it, interpret it, and make it re­ 
spectable. a strange antagonism, which is 
not one of the least Gangers inflicted upon 
our country in late years by the church., 
She. has opposed the progress, not only of 
liberty of thought—that is within her 
role—but also of popular education, of 
which she seems to fear the consequences 
above everything. She has become aristo­ 
cratic and royalist, identifying her cause 
with that of the anden regime, and consid­ 
ering the Prince who ha3 just died at 
Frohsdorfl’ as the sole legitimate authority. 
She has again and again threatened the 
existence of the republic, and has taken 
part in the elections against all candidates 
w ho represent liberal and democratic Ideas. 
The charges of her Bishops and the ser­ 
mons of her cures have too often been 
filled with protestations against the state 
of society that lias sprung from tlie 
French revolution, with attacks upon the 
Government which 
France has freely 
chosen, and with insults against the repre­ 
sentatives of the country. And, moreover, 
in aid of its bellicose propensities, the 
church employs hot only the powerful in­ 
fluence which it wields over the souls of its 
believers, but also that which the civil 
power has given, either by the Concordat 
or subsequent laws, or by its weakness and 
concessions in practice.—[Paul Bert, in the 
Fortnightly Review. 


O p fo sed t o H.—What is the aspirate; 
is it a consonant; is it a vowel: i* it a let­ 
ter at all properly so called? I maintain 
that it is not, tlie letter H when used sim­ 
ply to express the aspirate has no inde­ 
pendent existence as a letter or vocal repre­ 
sentative, that the 
phonetic 
difference 
between air and liair, between Arry and 
llan y , is merely due to a difference in the 
amount of force with which the vowel 
sound is projected from the mouth, and 
therefore the aspirate, or rather the degree 
of aspiration of tiie initial vowel, should be 
graduated according to force of expression 
demanded; that genteel people are all 
wrong and vulgar people generally are 
rationally and classically right. When I 
say classically I refer to the original basis of 
the English language. I could show by the 
history of English orthography that the 
prefixing of the letter H is purely arbitrary, 
as indicated by the survival of such spell­ 
ing as that of hour, herb, honor, etc.. and 
that the existing vulgar practice of aspir­ 
ating every vowel which requires a “hem- 
phasis” was the original practice, while 
the modern usage is a feeble perversion of 
energetic English, and 
fit for nothing 
stronger than drawing-room vapidities,— 
[The Gentleman’s Magazine.

FASHION

T h e ^€eí», P o ck p tn . 
Bees are very curious little creatures, and 
the most useful of all the insects th at fly. 
They are only about an inch long, and 
what wonderful work they do, m aking so 
m uch honey ami wax all sum m er long! 
They know, too, about every flower in our 
gardens, and all the signs of the weather. 
W hen they m ake their honey, I wonder 
if you know how they get their materials. 
Let m e tell you. Bees have slender, pointed 
hairs upon their head s. 
The yellow hairs 
upon their legs, which we can see w ith the 
naked eye, turn out to be hard, hom y sort 
of oombs, which they nse in gathering 
and storing the pollen flowers. 
Besides 
tliia, the bees have two little baskets upon 
tlieir thighs, which are the very perfection 
of side pockets, just such as we should 
want for a sim ilar purpose. 
But w hat do you think they do with 
these pockets? 
They tirst tuck their 
little heads into the heart of the rose or 
lily, or other sweet flower, for honey. In 
doing so they cover themselves all over 
with the yellow dust, which is the pollen. 
They then take tlieir fore feet and brush it 
very carefully front the hair, and pass it on 
to the m iddle feet, and again on to the hind 
feet, when it is safely packed in these little 
pockets on the thighs. 
As soon as they 
arc loaded down they fly home. 
Home of the pollen is given to their ba­ 
bies, and some of it is worked up into 
wax. This, you know, is used to m ake 
the oells. Some of it, called propolis, they 
use to punish intruders, giving them a sort 
of ” tar and feathering.” 
The bees arc so industrious that, in a few 
«lays, by the nse of these pockets, they can 
h a lf fill the hive with honeycomb. 
And 
then the war is used for a great many other 
purposes.

No long skirts are allow­ 
able lor the prom enade, although a num ber 
of society ladies have appeared in dcmi- 
trains a t church. T rains upon the street 
are not likciv ever to again be adopted ; at 
ail events, not w hile convenience, taste and 
cleanliness are deemed w orth studying.—

A pretty sum m er costume is made as 
follow s: The skirt of golden brown satin 
mcrveilicux laid in double box-plnitfl, with 
princesse polonaise above of cream-colored 
inousseline dc soie printed w ith brown

FASHION 
HINTS. 


T he Rceh* Pocket®. 
Bees are very curious little creatures, anti 
th e m ost useful o f all th e insects th a t fly. 
T hey arc only about an in ch long, and 
w hat w onderful w ork th ey do, m ak in g so 
m uch honey an d w ax all su m m er long! 
T hey know , too, about every flower in our 
gardens, and all th e signs of th e w eather. 
W hen they m ake th e ir lioncy, 1 w onder 
if you know how they get th eir m aterials. 
Let. m e tell you. Bees have slender, pointed 
hairs upon th eir heads. 
T he yellow hairs 
upon th eir legs, w hich we ta n see w ith the 
naked eye, turn out to be hard, ho m y sort 
o f ootnbs, w hich th ey use in gathering 
an d storing ¡he pollen flowers. 
Besides 
this, th e bees h ave tw o little baskets upon 
th eir thighs, w hich are th e very perfection 
o f side pockets, ju st such as we should 
w an t for a sim ilar purpose. 
But w hat do you th in k th ey do w ith 
these pockets? 
T hey first 
tu ck 
their 
little heads in to th e h e a rt of th e rose or 
hly, or o th er sw eet flower, for honey. 
In 
doing so they cover them selves all over 
w ith the yellow dust, w hich is th e pollen. 
T hey th en take th eir fore feet and brush it 
very carefully from th e hair, an d pass it on 
to the m iddle feet, and again on to th e hind 
feet, w hen it is safely packed in these little 
pockets on th e thighs. 
As soon as they 
are loaded dow n they fly hom e. 
Home ot th e pollen is given to th eir b a­ 
bies, and som e o f it is w orked u p in to 
w ax. 
T his, yon know , is used to m ak e 
the cells. 
Home o f it, called propolis, they 
use to punish intruders, giving them a sort 
of “ tar and feathering.” 
T h e bees are so in d ustrious that, in a few 
days. by th e nsc o f these pockets, th ey can 
h a 'i fill th e hive w ith honeycom b. 
A nd 
then the wax is used fo ra g reat m any other 
purposes. 
W hen you look a t your beauti­ 
ful dolls, do n ’t forget th at they are m ade by 
th e bees. 
Mnoli m ore m ight be told about thcscin- 
du rtrio u s little creatures. B ut you can find 
<*ut a great deal for yourselves, m y d ear 
young friends, if in the su m m er you h u n t 
up a hive and w atch the doings o f th e bees.

HOUSEHOLD SUGGESTIONS. 


Provide yourself w ith a little stra in er be­ 
fore you begin th e operation o f p u ttin g up 
fruit. 
I t is so m u ch m ore satisfactory to 
dip w ith. 
To m ake cologne-vrater try this rule : To 
one q u a rt o f alcohol allow three drachm s 
of oil o f lavender, one d rach m o f oil of 
rosem ary, th ree drachm s each o f oil o f ber­ 
gam ot and essences of lem on, an d three 
drops of th e oil o f cinnam on. 
C ream cuke, so d ear to th e h eart o f the 
children, ran he m ade by sp littin g p atty ­ 
pan cakes, taking out a portion of th e oeruer 
an d filling th e space w ith thick custard. 
T here not'd be n o waste, as th e pieces cu t 
out n ay be used in th e foundation for a 
I nice pudding. 
S tring beans w hen young an d tender 
m ake a good salad. 
C ut thivn in sm all 
j pieces, boil in salt w ater u n til tender, 
drain them well, an d m ix w ith them som e 
onions chopped fine, an d p o u r over them a 
[ m ayonnaise dressing. 
T h e onions m ay he 
left o u t if yon prefer to do so. 
To rem ove oil-sfains pv,t sonic pow dered 
fuller's earth on th e soiled spot, and let it 
lie th ere for tw enty-four hours, an d th en 
brush it off w ith 
soft h a t brush.

pow der should be laid on very thick. 
If 
n o t successful th e first tim e h eat th e pow ­ 
der- and put it on a second tim e q u ite hot. 
T h ere is scarcely any ache to w hich chil­ 
dren a te subject so hard to hear and diffi­ 
cult, to cure as th e earache; b u t there is a 
rem edy never know n to fail. 
T ake a b ito f 
cotton batting, p u t upon it a pincli of black 
pepper, g ath er it up and lie it, dip in swoet 
oil and in sert in to th e ear.

Oustard m ade in th is way is delicious for 
th e filling o f a layer oak e: H eat a coffee 
cup o f sw eet m ilk in a b rig h ttin basin, boat 
one egg very light and heat w ith it until 
sm ooth one heaping teaspoonful of flour, 
add sugar to suit th e taste; w hen th e m ilk 
is hot stir tho flour, eggs, etc., in to it; it 
w iil thicken in a verv few m inutes. 
T ake 
it from the tire am i ilavor it w ith le m o n ; if 
you choose blanch som e alm onds, cut them 
in three or four pieces and stir into th e cus­ 
tard. 
A delicious pic m ay be m ade o f canned 
pineapple.

cate jelly. 
To restore the w hiteness to ivory-handled 
knives w ash w ith soaped flannel and luke­ 
w arm w ater; th en wipe very dry. 
Boak 
them occasionally in alum w ater th a t lias 
been boiled and allow ed to cool. 
J,et th e 
h andles lie for an h o u r in this, th en rem ove 
them an d brush them well (say w ith a nail 
brush). 
A fter this take acletm linen towel 
and dip it in cold w ater, squeeze it out, and 
w hile w et w rap it around tiie handles, 
leaving them in it to dry gradually, for if 
dried t<x> rapidly o ut o f th e alum w ater 
they w ill be injured.

SACRAMENTO’S CELEBRATION OF 
THE NATION’S BIRTHDAY. 


T h e P ro c e s s io n —L ite r a r y E x e rc is e s — 
A fte rn o o n A m u s e m e n ts —P y r o ­ 
te c h n ic D isp la y — E tc . 


T he one hundred and eighth anniversary 
of the nation’s birth was appropriately ob­ 
served in Sacramento yesterday, by a cele­ 
bration w hich was in every way creditable 
to the city and its people. The principal 
streets were dressed with green boughs, af­ 
ter a custom which has long prevailed here, 
and the buildings on either side of the 
principal highways were decorated 
in 
m any pleasing designs, worked out with 
national colors, flowers and evergreens. 
M any private residences were decorated in 
a m anner that suggested the idea that the 
inm ates were fully alive to the im portance 
of “ tliedav we celebrate." All the night 
of the 3d the crack of bombs, the sharp re­ 
porto!'guns and the fusilade of firecrackers 
kept would-be sleepers from their wonted 
r e s t : and as day broke yesterday the th u n ­ 
der of artillery echoed throughout the city, 
and ushered in another national birthday. 
T he salute to the coming day was fired 
by a section of Company 15, l ’irst A rtil­ 
lery ltegim ent, w hich was detailed for that 
business. 
At an early hour Colonel Jam es M< Nas­ 
ser, (irand M arshal, was on duty, and ar­ 
ranged the divisions of the procession in 
an admirable: m anner, and the latter moved 
wItJi creditable prom ptness at 10 
m. 
THE PROCESSION 
W as led by Chief of Police Oliver C. 
Jackson, with sixteen of his force in their 
show y uniforms, all mounted. They looked 
like a cavalry company—except in good 
looks—w hen the police, of course, always 
get away with the prize. Next came the 
tirand Marshal, Colonel Jam es McNasser, 
and his Chief Aid, It. M. d a rk e n , both 
m ounted on gray horses. Following the 
(irand M arshal was a cavalcade of forty 
uniformed Aids. N ext followed the First 
A rtillery Regiment, General Carey in the 
lead with a full staff, and Colonel T. W. 
Sheehan commanding. This regiment, led 
by their own band, never looked so well. 
T heir ranks were lull, their uniform s neat, 
and their arm s showed a 
brightness 
indicative of m uch care. 
It was the re­ 
m ark 
of

m ent never appeared to such a good 
advantage 
as

yesterday. 
Next 
eauie the Hussars, Sacram ento's indepen­ 
dent 
cavalry 
company.

Fred. Heilbron. Their uniform is striking, 
and their appearance .in the line always 
secures favorable comment. 
Just as they 
left their arm ory, one of the company who 
had been ailing for some tim e was sun 
struck and

Next ratne the boys' drum corps, twelve 
members, and although lads, they did well 
and were frequently cheered. 
Following 
were the boys in blue, two Posts, both of 
w hich were well represented. 
As they 
passed along the street a gentleman on the 
corner of Fighth and K shouted : “ George 
W ashington was a good m an, and gave us 
a country in 1776, but these men (pointing 
(o the boys in blue), sav ed itin ls<¡2. Three 
cheers for the boys in blue." The cheer­ 
ing was deafening. Next came the Pioneers, 
who occupied a score of carriages.

“ Car of Liberty,” tastefully decorated, a 
lady enthroned on a pedestal representing 
“ Liberty," surrounded by four youths rep­ 
resenting soldiers of 1776. 
Next came car­ 
riages containing the county officers. In 
the rtext carriage was the President of the 
l>ay, Mayor John Q. Brown, and the reader, 
H un. Gillis Doty. The Independent Drum 
Corps led the next division. The Knights 
of Pythias, in their elegant costumes,

the Native Sons of the Golden W est, two 
Parlors, represented by l(X> athletic young 
m en. They wore no regalia, but each in­ 
dividual had a Japanese fan, and all along 
the line were saluted as the fan brigade. 
T he K nights of America, G. E. H arber, 
com m ander, came next, 65 strong, and with 
their neat red, w hite and blue regalia made 
a good appearance. Next came the Sacra­ 
m ento Caledonian Club, Tom Scott, Chief, 
ted by two bagpipers. The club was well 
> >-presented in numbers, and in their showy

turnes made a creditable appearance. 
N ext in line was the car “ Industry.” Im ­ 
m ediately following was the Hussar band, 
seventeen pieces, which led the fire depart­ 
m ent. The Fire Commissioners in a carriage 
v re followed by companies 1, 2 and 3. the 
m m all dressed in the regulation red shirt 
and black pantaloons, and the engines 
elegantly decorated w ith flowers.

Hon. H enry Edgerton,, who spoke a* fol­ 
lows : 
Mr. President and Fellow-Citizens: Wc cele­ 
brate to-day, with ceremonies consecrated by 
the example of our revolutionary sires, the 
great festival of American liberty. 
By the 
blessing of Almighty God. we celebrate it m the 
midst of general prosperity, and with no un­ 
toward circumstance, foreign or domestic, to 
cloud our felicity or avert our minds from the 
hallowed a.*>ocmtious and memories with which 
it is inseparably connected. 
It is the anniversary of an event, incompar­ 
able in the annals of the Anglo-Saxon race, and 
fertile in momentous and beneficent conse­ 
quences to all mankind. 
It is the day on which, by the venerable 
authority of our illustrious ancestors, the sons 
and daughters of America are summoned from 
their usual vocations to assemble as at a com­ 
mon altar, there to bow before the God of Na­ 
tions in reverent gratitude for the liberties they 
enjoy; to rehearse the exploits of the great men 
by whose wisdom those liberties were consoli­ 
dated; by whose valor they were exalted, and 
by whose constancy they were protected and de­ 
fended, and to renew and solemnize our vows 
of attachment and fidelity to that Government, 
which i* the only ark and anchor of those 
liberties in the world. 
On such a day. and at such a shrine, the ordi­ 
nary pursuits and cares of life are set aside, 
our lines of social and religious separation are 
(Haced. the asperities of parly soften to feelings 
of fraternity, and we meet and mingle a* equal 
heirs of a splendid inheritance, charged with 
it*. preservation and transmission unimpaired, 
to those who shall come after us. 
While the occasion invites the mind to a brill­ 
iant national retrospect, and incites to glowing 
expectation, it also fixes attention upon the 
ample monuments ol national power and great- 
ness around us, and awakens in the breast of 
til»- citizen a ¡toignuut .-ense of complaeeuey and 
pride. Here, age in its “ silver livery,” finds a 
solace in the assurance that it will lace and con­ 
quer death, in the tranquil shadow of fftht be­ 
nign and equal government, which in the m ani­ 
fold conflicts and vicisitudes oflife has been as a 
mighty r<*ek in a desert land. Here, manhood 
in us golden prime, exults in the solid prizes of 
law ful ambit ion and enterprise, with which, us 
with a garland, American liberty crowns it 
deserving sons. Here, womanhood in itsquccnly 
grace, kindles with tile inspirations of a faith 
in the perpetuity of those free institutions 
which are the immutable title and silent surety 
of its sovereign power. Here, youtli in its flower 
and »: reii iili. gathers result» t i» »u and courage for 
those honorable contests in life, to which 
•Anticipation forward points the view." 
And here also infancy, in its lisping inno­ 
cence. is first stirred by those powers and im­ 
pulses which mold heroes, and form and coin 
the destinies of States. 
The privilege.* und immunities we enjoy and 
eulogize to day. have been preceded, at different 
time.- and in different lands, by other and vari­ 
ous forms of liberty. Lookingbu('k through the 
long corridor of time, we see a Grecian liberty, 
re*)dcudent with the noblest achievements ill 
philosophy and eloquence, poetry and art; a 
.ibcrtv which gave to the world the imperish­ 
able names of Feríeles and Phidias, and in- 
M-riiKd ujion th e" adamants of history,” those 
shining examples ot devotion and -clt-sacrifice 
which have animated heroes to deeds of glory 
iii every age. 
Yet. without that consummate 
division and balance of the powers of govern­ 
ment, by which our forefathers molded these 
American Slates in a perpetual Union, 
vital in every pan," 
The Grecian States consumed their strength in 
internecine wars, and at last the Grecian"libcr- 
:ii - were bound prostrate ut the foot of the 
Macedonian throne. 
W« see a Roman liberty: sullen, fierce, rc- 
morst less, rapacious; a cruel and unscrupulous 
lilnTt’ . which subdued by violence and oon- 
qucM the whole of the known world; a jealous 
and exclusive liberty, which restricted the State 
and its civic institutions to Italy, and held its 
Conquests a* subject provinces, and tributaries 
to the glory' of Rome. It plundered the whole 
earth, und crowned its seven bills with the 
spoils of all lands. But la-hind this brilliant 
screen of power and wealth ther- lucked an 
avenging hand, and in the wrecks of !‘ v ie our 
forefathers found a s >!emn admonition, that 
liberty untempcrcd with justice, and without 
the restraints of law, is a blasting curse. 
We trace the

-» garnered and 


consolidated in the great charter of liberties [ 
wrung by mailed barons, with lanee iu hand, 
from a tyrannical, brutal and dissolute king 
at 
Kunnyraede. 
We 
do 
not 
underesti­ 
mate- the' importance of 
that 
memorable 
anrl 
momentous act. 
It 
marks a 
grand 
epoch in the progress of the Anglo-Saxon race 
toward enlightened and conservative liberty. It 
established and secured the foundations of the 
parliamentary life and commercial prosperity of 
England. It granted the trial by jury by the law 
Of the laud, and conceded that secret principle 
of political power, the right of self-taxation, for 
which, in later ages. Hampden fought and died. 
Vet, this boasted “ bulwark of English liberty" 
is a tacit admission of the divine right of kings, 
and the enjovment of the liberties written there 
in was restricted to certain privileged ranks in 
the State, expressly recognized iu the grant. It 
was a compact between King and Baron, by 
which certain privileges and immunities were 
secured to priests, and nobles and gentlemen, 
and their descendants, to the exclusion of the 
mass of the people. For the great majority of 
Knglshmen who tilled the earth, whose labor 
was the foundation of the power and glory of 
England, the “ great charter" contained but a 
single provision, which stipulated that “ no vil­ 
lain, or rustic, should by any tine be bereaved of 
his carts, tils plows or nis implements of hus­ 
bandry.' 
It was the undying glory of our Revolutionary 
sires to hurl in the face of another tyrannical 
King, in tones that have pierced the ears of the 
human race, the declaration “ that all men are 
created cjuat, that they are endowed by their 
Creator with certain inalienable rights: that 
among these are life, liberty and the pursuit of 
happiness.” This was not the deliverance of 
enthusiasts, enamored with the forms of liberty 
as they had been depicted by poets; it was not 
the refined expression of theorists. content with 
the cold abstractions of speculative philosophy; 
it was not the false pretext of turbulent men, 
restive under the restraints of just authority; 
neither was it the act alone of the fifty-five pat­ 
riots and statesmen wltose imperishable names 
are inscribed upon the parchment on which it 
was written. It was the new gospel of liberty 
and equality, and its adherents, its priests, its 
advocates and warriors, were the common peo­ 
ple. It was the freeman's gage of battle thrown 
to 
tyrants. 
It 
was 
the 
resolute act of 
practical, 
earnest 
men, 
stimulated 
by 
a 
sense 
of 
insufferable 
evils 
inflicted 
upon them by despotic power; the intelligent 
af-t of educated, thoughtful men, animated by 
a correct sense of the inte source of all political 
authority; the reverent act of religious, Christian 
men, moved by a profound conviction of thojr 
dependence upon, and accountability to. God: 
the tearless act of heroes, avouched with their 
lives, their futures, and their sacred honors. 
It was the immortal deed of r.n inspired nation, 
solemnized by its chosen representatives in the 
full gaze of tlie world, “ in the name and by au­ 
thority of the people, and with iirra reliance 
on Unit Divine Providence which is the ever­ 
lasting spring and fountain of hum an liberty. 
It is the sublime moral courage and unmatched 
political wisdom it e\ inces; the character and 
scope of the liberties it asserts; its reverent as­ 
cription of those liberties to the God of nature as 
their author: its awful pledges for the vindica­ 
tion ofthose liberties; its solemn invocation ot 
the popular will. as. the warrant of its authority; 
the incomparable simplicity and dignity with 
which it is clothed; these are the attributes which 
contrast our great charter of American liberty 
with all others, and imparted to that liberty its 
original and exalted character. A groat, free 
empire, w ith suitable institutions, 
securely 
seated on this continent, and flourishing iu a 
noonday blaze of glory, had long before been 
heralded by the voice of prophecy, and iu the 
songs of poets. In the more advanced and culti­ 
vated regions of the old world, a new school of 
]>oiitical philosophy had arisen, and sounder 
principles, and more enlightened views, re­ 
garding liberty and government, than had be­ 
fore obtained, were broadly disseminated. The 
minds of men instinctively turned to the new 
world in the West, us a theuter on which those 
principles would be widely diffused, and their 
power displayed in free, permanent and benefi­ 
cent, civil, social and religious institutions. 
Locke, and Sidney, and Milton, had given to the 
world those ¡inmortal works, to which the lovers 
of libertv will ever repair, and 
“ in their urns draw golden light." 
David Ilume lind said of America. “ The 
seeds of many a noble state have been sown in 
climates kept distant by the wild manners of 
the inhabitants, and an asylum is secured in 
that solitary world for liberty and science. The 
muse of Berkeley, kindling with a spark from 
—“ rapt Isaiah's wild seraphic fire,” 
had sung in a strain of high poetical inspira­ 
tion. 
■ Westward the course of emigre takes its way: 
The four first acts already past, 
A fifth shall close the drama with the day; 
Time's noblest offspring is the last.” 
On one of these anniversaries, ami standing 
on the spot where ninety-one years ago Wash­ 
ington stood when he laid I he corner-stone ofthe 
National Capitol, an orator lifted up on wings of 
genius, and aglow with the spirit ot this remark­ 
able i-Hjrn, said : “ This extraordinary prophecy 
may be considered only as the result of long 
foresight and sagacity, stimulated, nevertheless, 
by excited feelings and high euthusiam. 80 
cfear a vision of what America would be­ 
come was not founded 011 square miles, or on ex­ 
isting numbers, or any common law of statistics. 
Tt was-au intuitive glance into futurity; it was a 
grand conception, strong, ardent, glowing, em­ 
bracing all time since the creation of tlie world, 
and all regions of which that world was com­ 
posed, and judging of tlie future by just analogy 
with the past. ' And the inimitable imagery and 
beautv with which the thought was expressed, 
joined to the conception itself, render it one of 
the most striking passages in our language— 
" 1 in tlie day of the declaration of independ­ 
ence, our illustrious fathers performed the first 
scene in the lost great act of this drama—one in 
rea! importance, infinitely exceeding tbs', for 
which the great English poet invoke» 
“ ‘A muse of fire, 
A kingdom for a stage, princes to act, 
And monarehs to behold the swelling =ceue" 
“ The muse inspiring our fathers was the 
Genius of Liberty, all on tire with a sense of op­ 
pression, and a resolution to throw it off; the 
whole world was the stage, and higher charac­ 
ters than princes trod i t ; and, instead of mon- 
arclis, countries and nations and the age be­ 
held the swelling scene, 
How well the char­ 
acters were cast, and hu-.v well each acted bis 
part, end what emotions the w hole performance 
excited, let historv, now and hereafter, tell." 
The siK-ctucle oil which this anniversary lifts 
the curtain brings before us in vivid, brilliant 
reality, the prediction of the philosophic histori­ 
an and tlie dream of the poet. We behold that 
" solitary world " transformed to a scene of un­ 
exampled human activity, the wild manners of 
its inhabitants supplanted by the refinements of 
an unmatched civilization; its solitudes studded 
w ith noble monuments of liberty and science, 
and covered with bowers of hum an happiness. 
It lias been satirically said, that to an Ameri­ 
can this is a day oi acute self-consciousness. We 
answer with a challege to point to any other 
polity, past or present,under which human hap­ 
piness and prosperity have been so largely and 
equally diffused us under tlie Government of 
America. We challenge the nations of the earth 
for an exhibition of splendor and .-Ireugth on a 
scale so grand, as that which in a single century 
America has achieved, under the creative, order­ 
ing and fashioning power of its free institutions. 
We challenge history for more shining cxetuples 
of heroic devotion and self-sacrifice, than Ameri­ 
te ns have displayed in the defense of those in­ 
stitutions. 
It has been censoriously said, by as eminent a 
critic as He Tocoueville, that the Americans are 
u practical people, bent on tin* pursuits of gain. 
If to have accumulated wealth upon a larger 
sonic tlinn any other nation, aueientor modern ; 
if to have protected, encouraged and exalted 
labor, to a degree elsewhere unknow n ; if to 
have been devoted mainly to those works of 
utility, which are so natural. -<» appropriate and 
imp cumt. in the earlier stages 01 national life ; 
if not to have filled the land with monumental 
piles and the splendors of architecture ; if not 
yet to have attained the highest distinction in 
poetry. and painting and sculpture ; if these are 
the facts upon which the imputation is based, 
a ha -/did foundation. The youth of this great 
nation, not yet past, has been so far spent in 
building and renicntingStatcs, and intheprosc- 
eution of great wars tor their defi nse ; 111 es­ 
tablishing great and populous settlements, and 
consolidating them by means of free churches 
and free schools; in the construction of rc.il- 
wnv- in tlie opcningof canals, in the invention 
and application of the telgrapli and the tele­ 
phone, thereby bringing the distant communi­ 
ties of a continent into ixcame-ss and cohesion ; 
in building up and consolidating great and di­ 
versified industries: in the pursuit of those 
true objects of national ambition, the en- 
lightm eut and comfort of the population at 
large, tor whom and by whom, the country has 
been conquered, planted, civilized and ruled. 
If wc have not yet produced a Bacon, a Newton 
o ra Laplace, we have written upon the rolls of 
fame tlie names of a multitude of great men, 
who have translated und applied their reason­ 
less, and poured the blessings of science upon 
commeice, and agriculture, and manufactures, 
and all the practical affairs of life. 
If wc have 
el di 
ivered a po 
I 
- 
. 
painter like Raphael, or a sculptor like Angelo, 
wc have molded and coined the epochs and 
and eras, and accumulated in abundance tho 
materials v. lilcli always precede the development 
of genius in its highest forms. War, said Hera­ 
clitus, the philosopher of Ephesus, is the father 
of all tilings; meaning, that all things are 
evolved 
by 
the 
conflict 
of 
antagonistic 
forces. 
The catastrophe of Troy was long be­ 
fore 
Greece 
was 
stirred 
by 
Homer’s 
"m ighty line." i'hidias, find 1’raxitclcs, and 
the splundorsof the Acropolis, followed upon the 
glories of Marathon, and Salamis. and Platea. 
We have had our great wars, and we have Der- 
formed deeds, both in peace and war. worthy of 
tlie immortality which poets, and painters end 
sculptors confer; and indue time, tlie master- 
nrtisis will come, who will enshrine those deeds 
in imperishable forms of native art. 
But our 
minds are mainly occupied to-day with the 
memories of our illustrious sires, and we insep­ 
arably connect with those memories the un­ 
rivaled splendors of the nation they founded, 
the 
manifold 
privileges 
and 
immunities 
we 
enjoy, 
tlie 
peace. 
the 
comfort, 
the happiness and prosperity, which diffuse 
their gladsome light over the homes and busi­ 
ness of so many millions of mea. it is the glory

der them more and more deserving of them. 
May the valor and the virtues 
of 
their 
ancestors he transmitted to their children. 


Constantly may their patriotism increase and 
strength 
and ma- 
strengthen, among these glorious reminiscences, 
' may they defend this inheritance forever. 
Teach them that between the despot and the 
free, all compact is a cable of sand, and every 
alliance unholy. Shield them from the tem pta­ 
tions of unlawful ambition, and from the as­ 
saults of foreign States. “And, O Giver of wis­ 
dom and power, savo them from that worst and 
wildest of illusions, that happiness, liberty, vir­ 
tue, genius, will be fostered, or long respected, 
much less m aintain thei r just ascendency, under 
any other form of government.” 
The band then played a national air, 
after which was a benediction by the chap­ 
lain, Rev. A. J. Frost. 


AFTERNOON EXERCISES. 
The afternoon exercises commenced with 
a m ilitary camp fire at tlie Exposition 
building, bv tlie Grand A rm y of the Re­ 
public, and again the old troopers bivou- 
acod am id the stirring scenes of wur—in 
their minds. 
The half-awake soldiery is­ 
sued from their tents at the daybreak druru- 
call and w ent to breakfast in war-front 
fashion, with pork and beans, hard-tack 
and black coffee tlie menu. 
At the sur­ 
geon’s call after the meal, a goodly num ber 
presented themselves at the medical tent 
fur treatm ent, and the dose issued to the 
patient would invariably he—ii' his tongue 
showed sym ptom s of weakness—a drink of 
grog. 
A t guard-inount the sentinels were 
posted around the camp and 110 one was al­ 
lowed to pass the lines w ithout pass­

strict (?) was the discipline! Quite am us­ 
ing was tin-rum pus in cam p when one of 
the m en stole a chicken ; the drains heat to 
quarters, the bugle sounded an advance 
along the line, and a sortie was m ade on 
the stronghold of the thief on the chicken’s 
leg. “ There was hurrying to and fro and 
m ounting in hot haste,” when word was 
brought in th at the picket lines were at­ 
tacked ; but the boys drove the enemy 
back, and the brave fellows returned to 
camp covered w ith glory—and a new lot 
of poultry. 
But the soldiers came nearer 
tlie spirit of camp life when they all joined 
in and sung “ Tenting To-night on the Old 
(tamp Ground.” 
And many an eye grew 
dim w hen they thought of those who are 
tenting 
“ On Fame'- eternal camping ground. 
Where their gory tents are spread. 
And Glory guards with solemn round 
The bivouacs of the dead." 
The other exercises were grand choruses 
by the school children, under the leader­ 
ship of 1’rofesnor J. L. Skinner, which was 
a very im portant feature in the celebration. 
The little folks sang strongly and well, but 
the thousand voices could hardly til! the 
great building. 
The Roman sack race called out seven 
competitors, who started, enveloped in 
their long sacks, down the track in fine 
liop-and-step style. The aw kw ard falls of 
the racers were superlatively funny, and 
were the m ost comical affairs of the occa­ 
sion. 
The $8, $4 and $2 prizes were won 
by T. Meagher, Ii. Snyder and H enry Jack­ 
son respectively. 
The slow bicycle race for silver medals 
was competed for by several of the most 
graceful wheelmen of the Bicycle Club. 
The test was to sec who could ride his 
high-stepping steed the slowest around the 
track. T he first trial was between Russell 
Flint, John Breuner and W . Orth. 
The 
m en started off at an easy snail-trot, and 
ali three were dem onstrating that a bicycle 
will alm ost stand motionless, when Bren­ 
ner's wheel w ent back on him , or lie went 
ahead 011 it, for he boarded the floor and 
withdrew. 
The second trial was between 
Edward Carroll and — M arvin, which was 
won by the former, and the last was made 
Ly Flint, Carroll and Breuner. Tlie final 
trial was won by Carroll and Flint, who 
were awarded tlie silver medals. Some of 
tlie wheels were beautifully decorated 
w ith tri-color ribbon. 
A novel contest of speed was next en­ 
gaged in by Charles Duck and Eddie Mar­ 
tin. 
This was the H ungarian chariot race, 
and those who expected a struggle sim ilar 
to the Olympian games at Athens in the 
palm y days of Grecian civilization, found 
themselves som ew hat incorrect in their 
ideas of H ungarian chariot racing. 
A gro­ 
tesque and fearfully put-togethcr contriv­ 
ance on four wheels and propelled by a 
musqued rider, waddled duck-like m adly 
around the ring after a little boy on a sm all 
velocipede. The wild quarto-eycle from 
H ungary was beaten by the sm all tricyclist, 
ami its rider worked his m achine comically 
away. 
An international foot race by representa­ 
tives of ail nations was, after u hot specd- 
struggle, won 
by 
F rank 
Eldred, 
the 
Englishm an, who took first prize, jS; 
Charles l)uck, the D utchm an, took -< < ond 
prize, $4, and W. L. Frazee, the sou of 
E rin, captured third, $2. 
The donkey race was entered by several 
boys on Shetland ponies and donkeys. 
The blind m an’s guess game of m arching 
blindfolded to a certain object created con­ 
siderable amusement, as tlie wild, though 
confidential m otions of the contestant-, 
were undoubtedly comical. T he prize of 
$2 50 who won by E. Bonnetti. 
Last came the most interesting of all the 
contests—tug of war between the white and 
black race. 
Twelve heavy solid colored 
boys took their end n£ the rope and four­ 
teen or fifteen rather undersize young white 
fellows laid hold of the other. 
Everybody 
expected that Africa would carry the war 
into Europe with a vengeance, but the 
Caucasians pulled their Ethiopian oppo­ 
nents all over the floor and won the prize, 
$ 12. 
Taken altogether the exercises were well 
planned, well carried out and well enjoyed 
by the great crowd of people who thronged 
tlie building. 
But it is now pretty well 
demonstrated that 110 literary exercises can 
be held there unless completo silence ¡ an 
be had. The walls and lofty ceilings act 
as sounding boards, and every step on the 
wooden floors echoes loudly through the 
wings. Yesterday during the speaking and 
reading the hum of footsteps rang an u n ­ 
broken thunder through the place. 


TH E FIREW ORKS. 
The display of fireworks, which 
c o n ­ 
cluded the formal celebration of the day, 
attracted to Capitol 1’ark an im mense con­ 
course of people. They began to assemble 
at 7 
m., bu tth c pyrotechnics were no t dis­ 
played until an hour and 11 half afterwards. 
The H ussar band w hiled away the tediout­ 
ness of waiting by a pleasing concert. 
The 
bright m oonlight was very m uch against 
the contractors, who evidently wished to 
please. The display was creditable, the 
designs of the set pieces gisal and their 
colors bright. The program m e of fire­ 
works was as follow s:

rockets.

" Hexagon; inclosing a siarjof silver lanee. 
Battery of iloral shells, with flights of 
stars of variegated colors, closing w ith bat­ 
tery of floral shells. 
Wizzard’s delight, composed of magic 
circles, with golden showers. 
Shields of our union, in brilliant colors, 
representing tlie national escutcheon, etc. 
D iam ond cross; fire com posed o f cylin­ 
ders, throw ing show ers o f golden spray, etc. 
Candelabra, of novel size and design. 
Em blem s of industry : displaying «deco­ 
rated beehive of Indian lancework, etc. 
Pyram id of stream ers; commencing w ith 
m oving center of variegated fires and flights 
of colored fire in pyram idal form, etc. 
Finale piece, grand national emblem, 
composed of four upright decorated col­ 
umns, with national escutcheon in red, 
white ami blue lancework, supporting a

American eagle; the two inner colum ns 
flanking the Goddess of Liberty, in colors, 
w ith the motto “ 18SI" above and “ Union” 
below, the whole closing with a grand as­ 
cension of bombs, meteors, serpents, stream ­ 
ers'and floral shells; size of piece. 20 feet 
high by 30 broad.

THE MAGNETIC GIRI* 
MISCELLANEOUS. 


A T est B efore W ash in g to n S cientists of 
H er W o n d erfu l ro w e rs. 
On Monday Miss Lula H urst visited the 
laboratory of a well-known scientific gen­ 
tlem an in this city, and m et there a n u m ­ 
ber of gentlem en who had been invited to 
witness an exhibition o th e r powers. 
Miss 
H urst was accompanied by her father and 
m other and her agent and manager. She 
was shown to a sm all room, w hich is used 
as a study, and as the gentlem an came in 
thev were introduced. 
Am ong those pres­ 
ent were 1’rof. Sim on Newcomb, Major J. 
\V. Powell. Professor H ark ness. Professor 
Eastm an, I>r. Basil Norris, Colonel Garrick 
Mallory. Professor Gilbert and Mr. Taintor. 
Miss líu rst was requested to proceed w ith j 
the practical dem onstration of her powers i 
as she was accustomed to do before tin- 
public. One of the chairs in the room was 
placed in the center o fth e floor, and one of 
th e scientists grasped it firmly. Miss H urst 
then placed the pahus of her hands on 
each side o f the chair, and the scientist was 
soon 
w hirling 
about the room at a 
lively rate in th e vain effort to hold the 
chair still. 
This was repeated several 
times, as well as a sim ilar test with a cane 
and an um brella. Careful watch was ob­ 
served by the spectators of Miss H urst to 
ascertain if there was any contraction of 
the muscles or other evidence of the use of 
physical force. 
There was but little com m ent made. T ho 
violent and som etimes eccentric m otions of 
the persons w ho were endeavoring to hold 
down objects touched by Miss H urst ex­ 
cited 
considerable laughter. 
Attention 
was called to the position of Miss H urst’s 
hands and tlie absence of any sign of phy­ 
sical exertion. One eager investigator took 
her pulse after a som ewhat excited contest, 
and found it a little above norm al, while 
lier partner was blowing like a porpoise. 
Professor Newcomb suggested that Miss 
H urst be placed on a platform removed 
from contact with the ground w hile exert­ 
ing her power. A sm all platform was pro­ 
cured, w hich was placed on brass rollers 
perhaps an finch and a h alf in bight. 
Standing on this platform , Miss Iin rst a t­ 
tem pted to repeat her experim ent with the 
choir w hile it was firmly grasped by a man 
w ho was standing 011 the floor. 
For some 
reason the power was not exerted, and 
after standing some tim e waiting for tlie 
chair to move, Miss H urst said she could 
not do it. 
H er father said, in a reassuring 
to n e; 
“ Just put your m ind on it, Lula. 
If you 
think you can do it you will succeed. The 
trouble is, you think you can't.” 
“ No, 1 don't," protested the young lady. 
“ I want to do it.” 
A nother trial produced only a feeble de­ 
m onstration of her power. The parents 
were of the opinion that as the platform 
was a new experience it had diverted her 
m ind. 
After stepping from the platform 
she was able to move chairs and canes as 
usual. 
A .star reporter called upon Professor Si­ 
m on Newcomb, at the Navy Department, 
to obtain an explanation from his stand­ 
point of Miss H urst's mysterious strength. 
“ How do you know,” asked the Profes­ 
sor, “ th at 1 have ever laid eves on Miss 
H u rst? ” 
“ I understand,” said the reporter, “ that 
in the interest of science Miss H urst gave 
an exhibition at Professor Graham Bell's 
residence, at which you were present.” 
“ W ell, that’s correct,” said Professor 
Newcomb, “ and I don't know that 1 have 
any objection to telling you w hat I think 
of it all. 
In the first 
place, the ex­ 
hibition is perfectly h o n e st; there is no 
trickery or pretense, or any endeavor at 
concealment. 
Secondly, I don’t see any 
reason for supposing th at w hat she does 
arises from anything else than unusual 
m uscular strength. Still, I should be much 
interested in investigating the m atter fur­ 
ther. The wonderful fact of the exhibition 
is that she is not conscious of any exertion 
in performing the extraordinary feats of 
strength. 
The way wc satisfied ourselves 
on that point was to arrange testa which 
could not be accomplished w ithout con­ 
sciousness of effort or exertion. 
In those 
instances Miss H urst did not succeed. 
Be­ 
sides that, however, the physicians stated 
that there was not the slightest, change in 
her pulse after u lest." 
“ How can you explain th e exercise of 
such extraordinary strength w ithout any 
consciousness of it or signs of exertion ? ’ 
asked the reporter. 
“ i cannot explain it," was the reply. 
“ 1 leave th at for physiologists to do.” 
“ Some people say th at her powers come 
from electricity,” suggested the Star. 
“ I don’t believe in it at all. It can’t be.” 
“ Then again, there is the w illpow er,” 
ventured the reporter. 
" I never have seen any such exhibition 
of will power, pure and sim ple," said the 
Professor. 
. 
“ Well, how about mesmerism ?" 
“ T he m esm erist m ust come in contact 
with o r see the subject,” said Professor 
Newcomb. 
“ H ang a sheet between them , 
and there is no mesmeric effect. 
No, as I 
said at first, I saw nothing bu t a very strong 
person." 
“ But, sir," 
interposed 
the 
reporter, 
“ here is one person, and a woman at that, 
overcoming the combined strength of three 
or four powerful m en.” 
“ W ell," responded the Professor, “ but 
you can't tel! about this combined strength. 
Three or four men in endeavoring to w ith­ 
stand Miss H urst m ay puli or push directly 
against each other, although their inten­ 
tions are good. The only way of obtaining 
a correct estim ate of her strength is by op­ 
posing it with a single and known weight. 
T hat is all 1 (an say of the m atter."—
